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Ta Dait Eireann ‘yesterday Mr. Cosgrave 
gave “some slight information ” about the 
estimates for the coming year. The bill 
with which the country is faced is truly 
formidable. The figures which were pub- 
lished on Mondsay—£42,278,408—referred 
only to supply services, and yesterday's 
} White Paper revealed the fact that the 
total expenditure for the year will amount 
to £46,606,664.- The increase comprises 
£3,726,556 for the Central Fund (which 
corresponds to the Consolidated Fund in 
the British system) and £691,700 for capita] 
issues. There is an estimated deficit oí 
£19,908,734, which must be raised by 
borrowing or in some other manner that 
the Ministry of Finance may devise. 
As Mr. Kevin O'Higgins said yesterday, 
the people of Ireland are being made to 
pay heavily for the luxury of a civil war. 
There is an estimated fall in the year's 
revenue of £2,300,000. Mr. Cosgrave ex- 
on | plained that the decline is due chiefly 
to the fact that income tex has been 
reduced from 6s. to 5s. in the pound, and 
that the change has not yet had time to 
make itself felt. The total yield of what 
is known as tax revenue for the year will 
be £20,55000, but Mr. Cosgrave has not 
yet told the public how he proposes to 
raise this considerable sum of money. In 
three weeks he will unfold his Budget, 
and then the taxpayers will know their 
fate. 

We gather from Mr. Cosgrave’s remarks 
that Imperial preference will apply both 
to Irish imports and to Irish exports. Mr. 
Thomas Johnson sa fears in regard to the 
price of Indian tea, therefore, are un- 
founded. The official tax on tea is 8d. 
per pound, of which one-sixth, or 1}d., 
is foregone in the case of tea from India. 
As ninety per cent, of the tea which is 
consumed in Ireland is of Indian origin, 
the news that the tax will remain at its 
old rate will be welcomed by housewives 
throughout the country. In the case of 
ad valorem taxes the rebate is one-third. 
These imposts apply to motor cars, 
watches, musical instruments and what 
not, as well as to cinematograph films. 
Instead of being forced to pay a tax of 
555 per cent. on such articles, therefore, 
the Irish consumer will be required to pay 
only 22 2-9 per cent. A motor ear which can 
be bought in Dublin to-day for £500 will 
cost slightly over £611 under the new 
system of taxation, and the cost of all other 
articles in the Customs schedule will ve 
increased pro rata, Time alone will tell 
whether the increased revenue to the State 
that will be gained in this way will com- 
pensate the nation for the loss of trade 
which the new taxes are likely to bring in 
their train. 

Apart from the problem of Customs 
duties, the main concern of the Ministry 
ot Finance during the coming year must 
be economy, Taxpayers will read with 
surprise, if not, indeed, with alarm, 
Professor Whelehan’s statement that in 
some cases Army contracts havo been 
placed with Irish firms whose tenders 
were twenty per cenf. higher than those 
of firms across the Channel. In normal 
circumstances we could understand the 
Contracts Committee’s anxiety to keep as 
much work as possible at home ; but surely(4 
when the nation is faced with a Budget 
of over £40,000,000, virtually half of which 
must be borrowed at a high rate of interest, 
@ siricter check ought to be kept on the 
expenditure of the taxpayers’ money. For 
mally years to come the people of the 
Free State will groan under the burden 
which has been imposed on them by the 
iomentors of civil strife in the country. 
The bill for malicious damages will run 
into many millions of pounds, while the 
decreased efficiency of the railways, 
together with the genera! dislocation of 
trade, will involve a very heavy loss of 
national revenue, In view of the appalling 
liabilities of: our young Government, the 
need for the most drastic economy ought 
to over-ride all other considerations for 
the time being. The surest way to en- 
courage industry in any country is by the 
reduction of taxes, 


An Indictment. 


The Irtsh Tomes is the “ particular news- 
paper” which was indicted yesterday by 
the Postmaster-General and by the Chair- 
man of Dail Fireann. We follow 
humbly and without hesitation the 
example of Mr. Pitt, who refused 
either to palliate or to deny “the 
atrocious crime ” which a member of the 
House of Commons “ with so much spirit 
and decency had urged against him.” In 
Mr. Pitt's dase the charge was that of 
being a young man. Our own offence is 
that, when reporting a Parliamentary 
reply by the Postmaster-General to Mr. 
Darrell Figgis, we substituted the word 
“ Kingstown ” for “Dun Laoghaire” in 
one or two places. The thing was done 
thoughtlessly and ought not to have been 
done at all, Therefore, we wear sack- 
cloth to-day by reprinting Mr. Walsh's 
answer, with a meticulous restitution of 
the Parliamentary name of the historic 
harbour where every croes-Channel pas- 
senger’s luggage will be searched after 
the Ist April. Of course, we realise that 
the words of a public speaker, in Parlia- 
ment or elsewhere, ought to be reported 
accurately and that, even in a summarised 
report, his ipsissima verba ought to receive 
all possible respect. Even if Mr. Walsh had 
invented a new name for Kingstown-Dun 
Laoghaire, it would have been, our duty to 
have added it respectfully and without 
comment—as mere reporters—to the 
already copious catalogue of Irish place- 
names. We shall hope, however, that, in 
some of our other capacities, Mr. Walsh 
and the Chairman of Dail Esreann will be 
willing to grant us a larger licence. We 
have not the slightest prejudice against 
the use of such words as “Dan Laoghaire ” 
and “Ceann Comhairle “í; but we shall 
retain the right—unless we are deprived 
of it by law—to use “Kingstown” and 
“Chairman ” when we are trying, for 
instance, to explain to English readers the 
geography of our new Customs or the 
machinery of the Doil. It is, as we dare 
to think, mainly a question of convenience.

| after “Dun Laoghaire” has won general 
acceptance, even as “O'Connell street” 
is now beginning to push “Sackville 
street” into the shade, We apologise the 
more freely to Mr. Walsh and to the Dai!

The 
fact that such a matter could have been 
raised by a Minister on the motion for the 
adjournment of a most critical session 
will be accepted as proof that the Govern- 
ment has no serious cares, and that the 
heavy deficit on the working of Mr. 
Walsh's department has ceased to exist. 


America and the League. 
Lord Robert Cecil has arrived in the 


the high-minded, but rather hopeless, 
mission of persuading the Americans to 
become enamoured of the League of 
Nations. As one American paper that is 
particularly scornful of the League 
hastens to point out, Lord Robert Cecil 
will be welcomed in the United States on 
account of the sincerity and the idealism 
which drive him to espouse the cause vi 
the League of Nations so perseveringly. 
That he will convert many Americans to 
his way of thinking is doubtful. They 
have quite forgotten that the League is. 
as Lord Robert once put it, an unwanted 
infant left on Europe a doorstep by the 
United States through its then President, 
Dr. Woodrow Wilson. If, any of them 
remember, their attitude is that of the 
traditional parents of unwanted infants— 
they wish to hear as little about it as 
possible. Americans are a peculiar 
mixture of business and. sentiment, in- 
dulging almost to excess in both, but never 
combining the two. Before they came into 
the Great War they. never had regarded 
international politics as a subject for senti- 
ment, Always ready to spend lavishly when 
some calamity or other made relief on a 
wholesale scale necessary, they did their 
spending in private fashion. No American 
Government ever had played the philan- 
thropist or would have been permitted to 
do so, For a brief period, and to a 
limited extent, after their entry ‘into the 
war the Americans made common cause. 
politically as well as individually, with 
the Allies ; but the mood soon passed. To- 
day they have resumed their ancient creed 
that politics are business, and a rather 
cut-throat business at that. The League 
of Nations they regard as a subtle attempt 
to write international altruism 
Constitution, and they do not think that 
it “ belongs there.’

A Benevolert Bacillus. 


scientifically wiser came long ago to the 
conclusion that the bacillus was the 
enemy of mankind. If there were 
beneficial bacteria—and such are mentioned 
occasionally—their valuable services were 
of too technical a nature to reach the 
notice of the man in the street, How 
pleasant it is, then, to hear that 
English men of science have discovered a 
bacillus that promises to be a veritable 
benefactor of the human race! This 
altruistic creature is described as “ rod- 
shaped,’’ but it would be equally welcome 
if it were banana-shaped or elliptical. Its 
péculiarity is that in multiplying, with the 
rigorous rapidity of its kind, it generates 
so much heat that other organisms 
which commonly prevent alcoholic fermen- 
tation are destroyed by it. "Now, alcoholic 
fermentation is a very desirable thing at 
the right time and in the. right place; 
and it became apparent that where such 
fermentation was required under trying 
circumstances, or in the presence of second- 
rate materials, the new bacillus would be 
invaluable. The men of science accord- 
ingly set him to work, with the result 
that they have been able to generate hali 
a million gallons of alcohol, usable as 
motor spirit, out of twelve thousand tons 
of rubbish consisting of waste paper and 
waste hops. The sturdy microbe also 
generates aí the same time (ifteen 
thousand cubi4 feet of gas suitable Iór 
internal combustion from every ton of 
raw material treated. Truly this is the 
sort of bacillus for which the world has 
been looking. Its relatives make us sick 
and kill us in the end. If a few good 
bacilli could be found to keep the human 
race im solid-comfort on a minimum oi toil 
while it was alive, it would not grudge to 
the others the final, but not very formid- 
able, victory of the grave.

D H OF SIR JAMES DEWAR. 


The death was announced in London yes- 
terday, at the age of 81. of Sir James Dewar, 
the famous scientist. Sir James passed away 
at the Roval Institution. Albemarle street,’ 
London W., after a week's illness, 

The story of Sir James’ Dewar’s career is a 
romance of science. His achievements were 
of such a nature as to possess the rare com- 
binatior oí both appealing to the popular 
ima#mation and being of great scientific and 
industrial value. Probably the most striking 
of these was the liquefaction of air, which 
placed both laboratory and factory under a 
heavy debt to Sir James. One phase of its 
use is its distillation in such a way as to 
release supplies of oxygen for medical pur-

poses.

It is estimated that the 
few drops of liquid helium, which Professor 
Onnes obtained after he had forced the gas 
down to 450 degrees Fahrenheit. below zero, 
cost £2,000. 

How striking were Sir 
ceszes in this field mav be gathered from the 
fact that it was he who demonstrated how 
the absolute zero, where life is impossible, 
could be reached. By evaporating liquid 
hydrogen under diminished pressure, a tem- 
perature of 470 degrees Fahrenhajt of frost 
was obtained. at which hydrogen became 
frozen and foam-like, and air a rigid solid. 

Probably the most familiar invention with 
which Sir James’s name is associated is the 
vacuum hep as the original Dewar flask 
came to be populatly called. This he intro- 
duced into science and industry. The wide 
range of his inventive genius may also be 
gathered from the fact that he was co- inventor 
with Sir Frederick Abel of cordite. 

This famons scientist held the Chair of 
Natural Philosophy at Cambridge University 
for 47 years, and the Professorshin of 
Chemistry created for Faraday at the Roya! 
Institution for 45 vears. 

In addition to the academic honours 
bestowed on him by the scientific bodies of 
many countries, he received gold medals from 
societies in England, America, France, and 
Italy.

LIVERPOOL, Tuesday. 

At their meeting this afternoon, the mem- 
bers of the. Liverpool! Steamship Owners’ 
Association were in the happy position of 
being able to report success with regard 
to the efforts which were insistently made in 
connection with, the effort to obtain excep- 
tional treatment for goods to and from Great 
Britain and the Irish Free State, which, m 
the case of Liverpool.and other non-railway 


ioreign dues, as against coastwise dues. 
It was stated at the mecting, whith was 
private, that this had now been secured. 
As a matter of fact, the necessary Order in 
Council was promulgated this afternoon, 
though at the time af wiring its effect in 
terms was not known in Liverpool. 
Interviewed this afternoon, in Liverpool, a 
gentleman who is prominently connected with 
shipping interests, not only in Liverpool but 
elsewhere, said—‘' Under the Irish Free State 
Act, Ireland acquires Dominion , status for 
Customs purposes, and must therefore be 
treated as a foreign country for the purposes 
of Customs under the Mersey Dock Board 
Act of 1858. 
“The Dock Board schedule of charges 
differentiated between foreign-going trafic and 
coastwise traffic, and the Dock Board authori- 
ties took the view that the effect of the 
Irish Constitution Act was to aatomatically 
make traffic to and from the Free State 
foreign traffic for the purpose of tonnage 
dues, as well as for Customs, and that they 
had no option in the matter than to make the 
announcement which they did last week. 
“The railway ports on the other hand— 
either because they were not bound by special 
Acts, or because they took a different con- 
struction of these Acts, refused to make any 
alteration, with the result that the traffic to 
and from the Free State must inevitably have 
been diverted to the railway ports. 
“Under the Irish Free State (Consequential 
Provisions) Act, 1922, there is this provision : 
“His Majesty mav by Order in Council 
make such adaptation of the enactments, 
go far as they relate to any of His 
Majestv’s Dominions, other than the Irish 
Free State, as may appear to him neces. 
sary or proper, as a consequence of the 
establishment of the Irish Free State. 
‘Under the powers reserved in that section 
the Chamber of Shipping and the Liverpool 
Steamship Owners’ Association, acting in con- 
junction with the dock authorities, impressed 
upon the Government the necessity of the 
passing of an Order in Council which would 
have the effect of still treating traffic with Ire- 
land for the purpose of dues as coastwise, in- 
stead of as foreign traffic. 
“That Order, I understand, has heen pro- 
mulgated, and everything goes on the same as 
before so far as dues are concerned, but, the 
Order does wot affect Customs. 
“ Trading with Ireland is bound to he con- 
siderably hampered for some little time, be- 
cause of the necessary formalities of setting 
up the Customs machinery.” 
The fact that the Order has been so 
promptly made effective has caused the 
greatest satisfaction in Liverpool, and it is 
believed that a crisis has been averted, thanks 
largely to the initiation of the Liverpool Ship- 
owners’ Association, whose handling of an 
urgent matter at the right time and in the 
right. place has helped considerably in bring- 
ing ahout a much better outlook than was at 
one time foreshadowed.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The body of Mme. Sarah Bernhardt. 
clothed, as she desired, in a vobe of white 
satin, lies in state on her bed in the Boulevard 
Pereire. 

Upon her breast is her Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, and lilacs and roses, her favourite 
flowers, half fill the room. 

From 6 o'clock this morning a crowd has 
been gathered round the house, watching the 
arrival ot visitors, representatives of her own 
world of art, and of departments in the Go- 
vernment. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon the door of the 
house was thrown open, and the public ad- 
mitted to file past. the body in the death 
chamber. i 

Mme. Bernhardt, according to present 
arrangements, is to be buried in her vault on 
Thursday at Pere Lachaise, the last resting 
oe of so many of those who achieved fame

IN DUBLIN THEATRE,

Lieutenant Teeling, of the National Army, 
was last night placed under arrest for the 
shooting of William Johnson, aged about 0 
years, a member of the Civic Defence Force.

REICH MUST NEGOTIATE

The Foreign Affairs Committee of the 


Chamber to-day heard M. Poincaré and M. 


Le Trocquer on the bill dealing with the 


credits for the occupation of the Ruhr. 


M. Poincaré stated that the extent of the 


occupied area was 2,800 square kilometres 


(roughly, 1,750 square mules), producing 
90,000,000 tons of coal. There were 14,200 
coke furnaces in the occupied area. 


total of 570,000 miners, 500.000 were working 


in mines placed under control of the Allies, 
M. Poincaré gave details regarding the mili- 


tary and administrative organisation of the 


Ruhr. He stated that the German Govern- 
ment and the German: workers had organised 
a plan of resistance from the beginning of 


the occupation. He did not conceal that the 
economic results obtained from the point of 


view of the fulfilment of the pledges weve of 
trifling importance. It was only a prolonged 
and stable occupation, he said, that would 
permit, in view of the bad will shown by 


the Reich, of the realisation of a programme 


of exploitation. 

M. Poincaré insisted that the big industrial 
tnagnates in the Ruhr still formed the soul of 
the German resistance, and that they had 
made several attempts to enter. into 
direct conversations with the French 
Government. ihe latter, however, would 
only take notice of official proposals emanat- 
ing from the German Government itelf. 


The Premier also declared that. if semi- 


official proposals, of a nature similar to those 
which had been submitted by the Ruhr 


maznates, were forthcoming from neutral or 
Alhed Powers, he would’ not be able to 


accept them: He was, however. certain that 


no such proposals would be submitted to 


him. 
M. Poincaré added that the French and 
Belgian Governments had both fully agreed 


to retain their pledges until full payment had 


been made of what was due to them. and 


that the évacuation of the occupied territories 


would take place gradually as the payments 
were made. Essen especially, he said, could 
be given up finally only when the total 


amounts due in respect of reparations had 


been settled 


M. Le Troequer then stated that 5.500 tons 
of coal and coke were despatched daily, and 
this amount would very shortly be doubled. 
Out of 114 blast furnaces at full working 
pressure hefove the occupation 74 remained 
alight. Stocks at the pitheads consisted at 


present of 560,000 tons of coke and 2.000.000 


tons of coal. The appeal for voluntary 
workers in connection with the carrving on 


of the railway service had vielded excellent 


results.
